Creek, into which the city dispo sal 
plant’s water o pens, and clearing o f 
brush alo ng the |trea m , it was re­ 
v ealed by m em bd^ o f the Hamlin 
City Co uncil o v er^the week-end. 
Already the menace o f mo squito es 
aro und Hamlin ho mes has been grea t­ 
ly reliev ed, citizens in all parts o f 
the city repo rted this week. 
The Herald publisher was asked 
to make an inspectio n to ur o f the 
pro ject last week in co mpany with a 
city co uncilman, and he fo und that 
hundreds o f do llars has been spent 
by the city recently in a mo v e to 
impro v e the sanitray co nditio ns near 
the dispo sal plant. 
Settling basin a t the sewer dis- 
pso al sy stem were clea ned so me day s 
ago fo r the first ;ime in y ears, :t was 
rev ealed. 
A representativ e 
f the 
cleaning crew repo rted that capacity 
o f the plant wo uld be grea tly ex ­ 
panded with the clea ning jo b, and 
that practically a! lthe o do r wo uld 


be killed with pro per o peratio n o f 
the plant. 
Regular cleaning o f sludge fro m 
the basin ev ery six to eight mo nths 
was reco mmended by the cleaning 
firm representativ e.

EARLY CULLING OF 
FLOCK WILL PERMIT 
SELLINGAT PROFIT 


No m atter how well managed a 
flock of chickens may be, there us­ 
ually are going to be a few’ culls 
among, poultry specialists point out 
to Hamlin area raisers. 
These poorer birds, if allowed to 
remain within the flock, may even­ 
tually reach the stage where they are 
unmarketable—a total 
los3 to the 
poultry raiser. 
Therefore, it is to the 
poultryman’s advantage to keep close 
watch over his fiock to pick out birds 
that are going out of condition and 
take them to market early enough to 
gain some salvage value out of them. 
If culls are discovered while they are 
still in good flesh, they wdll usually 
bring a high enough price to pay for 
the investment you have in them, if 
not more. 
Neglecting to do this is one of the 
common errors of poultry raisers ev­ 
erywhere. 
Often they are so pressed 
by other farm work that they feel 
they cannot spare the time to exam­ 
ine their flocks periodically for birds 
that have slowed down. 
In their o w t 
Interests, every poultryman 
should 
ievise some means to correct such a 
situation for it may make a great 
difference in the poultry income for 
the season. 
Of course, weak or sick birds hav­ 
ing flesh of good quality should never 
be sold. 
Be doubly sure that the 
culls you sell will be acceptable as 
meat to the consumer. 
Some of the defects to w’atch for 
are leg or wing weakness, gray eyes 
or blindness, extremely pale or yellow 
head and face, hanging crop, baggy 
abdomen 
and 
general 
listlessness. 
Birds such as these may eventually 
become so thin that they are value­ 
less if allowed to remain wdth the 
flock, whereas they might bring a 
substantial price on the market if 
sold as soon as the defects are noted.

Overflow from a long-neglected disposal plant had been running into 
stagnant sloughs and pools that are bound to have been producing millions 
of mosquitoes that have been mighty bad this year in the Hamlin area. 
But the bed and bottom of the creek have been straightened and cleaned 
under direction of city officials that will permit the stream to run and 
ellow the sun to come through to purify the waters w'here mosquitoes will 
not multiply so fast as previously. 
Bulldozers, graders and men with hoes, 
rakes and axes have cleaned out the bottom that had grown up with the 
years. 


The disposal plant was cleaned out a few wreeks ago for the first j 
time in years, city officials declare. 
The process should be repeated about! 
twice a year, employees of the disposal cleaning crew told councilmen. 
T h e ' 
capacity of the plant will be greatly enlarged wdth the cleaning process. 


Besides alleviating a serious threat of health through unsanitary con-j 
ditions by controlling probably the greatest mosquito breeding harbor in 
the section, the actions by the city should help to reduce unsightliness and J 
unwarranted odors from the disposal plant.
